Manufacturers and others 
will be urged to close their plants to 
teach the new respect for the (lag, 
and the lessons which can be learned 
from the Hug and other prominent fea- 
tures will.be contained In this pro- 
clamation from the hend^of the state 
government. 


Supplementing this proclamation by

These municipal documents 


will call fiir general observances in'the 
churches on Sunday, .lime 14.- They 
will calKfor observances in thelschools, 
the display of the flag n'o every fac- 
tory, mercantile establishment, public 
building and school and will ask that 
in the cities themselves patriotic ex- 
ercises be arranged to do honor to the 
Hag.

Izcd tobacco dust or snuff. This treat 
ment causes the chicks to sneeze and 
expectorate and if they are strong and 
vigorous to cough up the worms. 


As. a preventive of contagion the in 


fected birds ahoukl be •promptly sepa 
rated fmm the well. All dead 
birds 


should be burned or buried deep in the 
ground. The soil in poultry yards and 
'runs should bo plowed or spaded UP 
frequently and exposed to the sun and 
air. Air staked or carbonated 
lime 


should be. applied* to thu ground used 
for poultry runs, whether it is 
often 


turned over or not. Sprinkling the siir 
face with n 2 ,per cent solution of sul- 
phuric acid will tend to destroy the 
parasites and also earthworms, which 
are suspected as being carriers of 
gupe worms. 


The .drinking vesse:s fiiiould he kept 


clean by scalding anil refilling fre- 
quently. A small amount of perman- 
ganate of potash added to the water, 
just enough to tint it a light wine.col- 
or, will'prevent contagion through the 
source. As in all diseases, preventive 
methods are the best.

Square Dealing the Rule. 


Whether or no the people today are more honest than those 


of past generations, it is safe to say there is less cheating in 
the manufacture and sale of goods than there used lo be. Strin- 
gent': laws designed to guard'the public figainst imposition 
probably have something to do with the change, and (here is 
no'doubt that the majority of business men are convinced 
that honesty is the best policy. They understand thai cheat- 
ing cannot be practiced long on the same patrons, and that if 
they are to do business and hold their trade they must be fair 
and square in their dealings. They know that people feel on 
this subject like the man who said: "The first time a man 
cheats-me it is his fault; the next time he does it the fault is 
mine." 


In a recent address a speaker told how some fruit packers 


cheat in putting up apples for market. According to his de- 
scription, they put a few good apples in the bottom of the bar- 
rel, set a piece of large sized stovepipe in the center, fill this 
with second or third class-'fruil, fill around the pipe with good 
apples, removing the pipe and placing good ones at the top. 
Thus the'barrefopened at any point appears to contain only 
first class fruit, while in reality about one third of lhe contents 
is of inferior quality. 


This is a simple process, but how would the man guilty of 


such a practice stand in the estimation of his patrons when 
they were ready'to buy again? No man expecting to supply 
customers a second time could afford.to do anything of the 
sort. 
• 
• 


And the same is true of other goods. 
Manufacturers and 


dealers who expect to hold their trade must be square in their 
dealings, and most of them are. Goods must be about as rep- 
resented or there is trouble. This does not come in the form 
, of a lawsuit, but it comes in the more serious form of loss of 
trade, which-is the most effective punishment (hat can be 
visited upon any cheat. 


. This is an age of fierce competition and no one who expects 


to do a permanent business can afford to wrong his patrons 
by deceiving them as to the quality of his goods. This lesson 
has been pretty generally learned and the result is that mer- 
chandise purchased of reputable dealers is in the great major- 
ity of cases found exactly as represented. This is one cause 
for satisfaction at a time when the cost of living is more or less 
burdensome. Prices may be high, but in most cases people 
get what they pay for, which is a fact of no small consequence. 


. 
This is a busy time ofvthe year in lhe street and road de- 


And what is being done re- 
minds us that much more attention is being given the high- 
ways than was the case some years ago. The road question
